Ryvalls. In order to this determination, he 
went directly co Marcellus, from whoſe ac- 
five courage he expectedan earlyer opportu= 
Mmity to pachis reſolution in-practice, than 
from Criſpinus ( his Colleague); I need nor 
.ecll you-the grear ſatisfaction .che gallant

The Confull was cxtreamely greiud at 
this rctuſall, for he would gladly have bound 
to him a Per{on he jultly admir'd , bur.yer he 
vid Peroila with the ſame reſpet as if he had.

all attempts, and inall Counſclls , he would:

Pare 
bottytheir Names Jconjur;dihim to acquaine 
them who he was;| for chey:could not fan- 
cy , ſo ſublime a virtue had a diſproportionas« 
ble extraction. Alas Madam ( ſaid my Prince 
extrcamly (urpriz'd )whatis it that you aske 
of me? then after ſome ideepe 11ghes ( which 
therefletion on his miſcriesforc't from him} 
he continu'd ; I take the Gods for witneſles

cation to my Prince ( which-was a _necdeleſlc 
labour ) ro.caſt up two. great Trenches , the

dcepe, and too-recent to be forgotten, and 
the ſadd remembrance: of them made him 
en a ſudden crye out, 6h Gods! why doe you 
give melonew a ſubje to deſire Life, when 

ou had fo lately given me many to deteſt it? 
and why ( if you deſigne my-ruine ) doe you 
make Him know , and -favour-me, that was 
only capable to act it ? Theſe reaſonings 
made him that only heard them , admire 
what might be their-cauſe, and his-wonder 
produceing his ſilence , made my dear Male 
ecr thus to continue, No, no, Artabbanes, 
when thon wert a Slave to Fortune, & to the 
Romans, and when thou ſought'{t Death; 8 
not victory, the Gods gave thee thelaſt and 
deny'd thee the firſt;but now thon bearſt the 
glorious title of Partheniſſa's, the Gods havy= 
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victory.coald aft his owne Death ,did not 


lole the one, ontof an apprehenſion of the 


other; 'Thereupon he had certainly extin-- 


ouiſht the faireſt Life that ever was, had not 


the generous Artavaldes{for 'twas he'whome.. 


Spartacus had faught with, & whoſe ſtrange 


being in the Roman Army ſhall be told you 
in it's duc order) obſerveing my Princes - 
deſpaire proceeded from hisdefeate, firithin + 
der'd the fatall effcts of it, and then to rakes - 


away the caaſe , aflur'd him that he was be- 


tray'd , and not vanquilhe. Sparracus at this | 
aſlurance-( for.'till then he was ignorancof- 


It )look'r upon his Freind with a Pace which 


{poake his doubts , and then begg'd him to - 
dealecleerely ,, and -informe bim, whether * 
what he had. ſaid was not only out of a de» - 
ſipne to' hinder his violence towards hime - 
ſcite? Bat Artavaſdes haveing. by many pros - 
teſtations, and perticulers, aflur'd him of 


Canitius, and Caſtus+perfidiouſneſle, made 
Artabbanes ( who fawe that 'twas not Cral- 


ſas, bat Treachery-that had beaten him) to - 
relinquiſh thoſe ſadd:delignes he had apon + 


his owne Life, and. to preſerve it fora pet- 


iction, who only meritted ſo tranſeendent-- 
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- able fling. This reſolve was no ſooner taken 


up, but che apprehenſion of Sillaces ſafety 


| begantoatflit-my Prince with ſach exceſle, 
that Artavaſdes for a while ſ{ufpected , are- 
lapſe into his former deſpaire produced it; 


buc being inform'd of the: occaſion, he im- 
mediatly made Artabbanes tofling away his 


-owne Armes, to take thoſe of a Servant of 


his, (which by accidearwas rideing by:)and 
then aſſuceing him the power he had with 
Craſſus was ſo great, that if Sillaces were not 


already loſt , he durſt-yndertake his, and my 


preſervation ( for they were ſo generous as 
to give mea parte in their care} they both 
oallopt away towards the Campe,wherethey 
found, that Night ( and not victory) had 
pat an cnde to the Romans aſſault , whereby. 
Ir was apparent,if ſo vnconſiderable a perſon 
as Symander, could defend fo large a line 
with ſo few hands, what then Arcabbancs 
world have done with ſo vaſt an Army , had 
it bin free from Treachery, Artavaſdes 
therefore joy d at Craſſus repulle, & having 
lodg'd Artabbanes-imhis owne Tent, causd 
an inviolable ſecrecy to be adminifter'd to 


+his Servants, & his generous freinds wounds 
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to. be dreft,, which: were 'many', and thoſs 
mach inflam'd. by that violent agicarion,, 
that his care- to preſerve Sillaces had occali- 
on'd, . he went to Craſſus ( who: with clo- 
quent Elogics gave bis yaloura jult, Cara+ 
cer )and:acquainted him, that a Servant or 
rather a Freind of his ( for his vaim micable 
fhdelicy-mericed that Name) was-taken Priſo- 
ner inthe Encmyes Campe , dangerouſly 
wounded .and:had (ent him word that he had 
obtain'd his owne liberty, if Craſlus would 
enguadge himlclfc to. their Commander in 
Cheife; to releaſe: che-farit- Prifoner. of his 
quality which he ſhould take;; thar whether 
or no this was granted, hedclic'd that a Chi- 
rargion might be ſeac him, ( all thoſe of the 
Enemyes were ſo baſie. abonc their owne 
patients, that noac oithem had che tyme, 
or-the charity to. dreſle his wounds, Arta- 
valdes furcher told the Raman Geaerall that 
the. Chicurgign he meant to employ , might 
ſcrve alſo to briag intelligeace ia, what po- 
ſtare che Reliques of his Enemyes were, and 
added co thole ewo,ſo many further motives, 
hat Craſſus willingly yeelded, to both his 
eequeits, Artavaſd:s was no {00 ner n_—_ 
enag : 
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than he acquainted my Prince with what he 
had done, & after a ſhore conſultation, they 
immediatly imployd the faithfull Philanax 
(who my Prince mention d in his generous 
Freinds adventures ) as a Chirargion to Sil+ 
laces, who paſſing the Roman. Guards( by 
Craſlus direction )came with a Letter of cre» 
dence vader Artabbanes hand inco one 
Campe, and fill'd us both , by the relation I 
have madc you, with a joy, which nothing 
could cquall but the. greatneſle of our greite 
betore his arrivall; but the tyme preſſing us, 
] pave all my Souldiers orders (by Philanax- 
*<s advice)toſhift for themſelves dareing the 
obſcurity , for we were notable next morn» 
1ng.with-ſo ſmall Numbers, to receive that 
ſtorme was intended; therefore all of them 
thac Night (by. a way which the Romans 
thought inacceſſible)deſcended to a litle Rye 
ver that iſſues from the lake of Lucania, 
where (ome that could fwimme helpeing.o- 
thers that could not, what by that charity, 66 
ſome fewBoates & Plaokes which werethere, 
& which had bin employ'd to fetch Victus 
alls ro our Campe whilelt the Floods were 
fo violent, all of them (before ror 
tne 
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.the monntaines of the: Brutians , where-af. 
terwards they renew'd the .Warre ,, and fur- 
niſhe Pompey with an occaſion to tell the 
Senate, that. it was Craſlus had defeated the 
Slaves in Battell , bur 'twas he had pull'd up 
the Warre by the very roote, | But our Sonl- 
diers were no ſooner gone, than Philanax, 
and I, prepar'd Sillaces Litrer , and haveing 
pat him into ir, wee -carry'd him out of the 
Campe,& freely paſſing the Roman Guards, 
broaght him to Artavaſdes Tent , where 
theſe Three great Men manifeſted their 
joyes, and Freind(hip, in expreſſions, which 
.If not related in their owne words, were to0- 
greata wrong vnto them; & the better to pa- 
Uiace the buſtneſle, 1 write a letter to Craſſus 
( as Commander in cheife-of- his Enemyes) 
anddeliver'd it with my owne-hands, asa 
Meſlenger ſent expreſlely with it from the 
Campe, wherein I lee him-know, that upon 
His'promilſe of the like Civility , I had (ent 
the Priſoner he defir'd, and afterwards to 
favour the flight of that remainder of my 
Princes Army , Iaſſurd him, thoſe in the 
Campe were in a rcaddineſle for ſome ex- 
ployte, that 'twas nor impoſſible but they

would make a deſperate Sally, to fell their 
Lives handſomely , and that told him this 
the more freely, becauſe 1 was refolv'd to a« 
bandon his Enemyes for ever, being aſſur'd 
of my Life, & liberty by the Priſfonerl had 
brought off, Craſſus for this Intellignce & 
at Artavaſdes requeſt(who accompany'd me 
to him) confirm'd* what the Priſoner pro= 
mis'd , and immediatly put all hisCampein 
Armes ; in apprehenſlion of a Sally , which 
abundancly contributed to my poore Come 
panions eſcape ; For all the Romans being 
only intent on the Eaſt ſide of our Campe, 
which was the only place for an attempt, - 
permitted thoſe on the Weſt { which was the 
way that lead to the River ) to make a more 
facile flight. Twas in this ſorte (continu'd * 
Symander) that all things happen'd in that 
famous Bactell of the Trenches, | know ſome 
Romans gave out that Spartacus was cut in- 
peices,others (and more traly) affirm'd,that 
after the Battell his boddy was never found, 
and fome too { knowing none could contra- 
dict them, forthere was no Quarter piven) 
' &, toreceive a reward cut off a head, which 
they laid was my Princes,carrycdit —_ 
ang- 
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and fixt it on the 'Gate- of the Capicoll, To 
conclude, this parte of my Story , I will nor 
cell you all thoſe deſires Artabbanes had to 
' recurncero thoſe Men which ſcaprt unto the 
Brutian Mouncaines , whoſe Courage & fi- 
delity he admird , and with whome he 
was confident to repaire the misfortune of 
Canitius &Caſtus Treacherycs.” Tis enough 
you learnc, 'That had nothis. wounds hin+ 
der'd him a while, & theirdefcare afterwards 
he would never have icrurn'd to Parthia 
withone havcing redcem'd that lofle, which 
was his misfortune not bis fault, The nexc 
morning as Craſſus was preparcing to. re- 
peate his aſſaule, newes was brought him, 
that his Enemyes had abandon'd the Cam- 
pe,at which: his diſcontent was greater in ap- 
pearance , than in efte&, for we had not 
ſo1ll defended our ſelves the precedent day, 
as to make any thing which avozded aſecod 
Rorme, appeare a misfortune, Three dayes 
Craſſus ſpear, to repaire the diſorders of his 
'Army, & to-bary the dead, leaſt if left with- 
our Sepalcure , the numbers being great, 
they mighrinfed the Ayre; in which tyme 
my Prince acquainted the generous Arta- 
Mn. -_, OT Valdes 


Do 
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Valdes with his Fortunes, who admir'd al- 
mach to finde Artabbanes the famous Spar- 
racus , as: he wasjoy'd to have bin the inſtru- 
ment of ſavcing him. When Craſſus bad cn- 
ded his charible, .& neceſlary Qffce , here- 
turn d coRomeby caſly martches,which gave 
Sillaces, & my Prince, the meanes of accom- 
panying Artavaſdes thither , and where they 
had enter'd in Tryamph,if their ſucceſle had 
Pproportion'd their virtue. 
When Symander was. in this parte of his 
Relation, one of the Preiſts of Venus came in 
great haſte to adyertiſe him , and Callimma- 
chus, that Artabbanes was4cturn'd, & had 
bronghe with him a Stranger that yeelded 
nothing to him in the bleſſings of Nature , 
that they were both. much ,wonnded, but yet 
.they ſcem'd, in the joy. of having found out 
each other ,-to have forgotten the danger 
they were in, Callimmachus therefore, per- , 
_ceiving Symanders impaticncy , to ſatisfy it., 
and his owne immediatly-went co learne the 
cau(c of this freſh accident, and provide ne- 
| ceſlaries for perſons which reader'd his Cha- . 
rity almach a duty, as 'twas a Virtue,
